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Evers signs coronavirus relief bill 


Bipartisan measure called step forward, not enough

MADISON - Gov. Tony Evers signed a 
sweeping coronavirus relief package 
Wednesday after lawmakers approved 
it with just two days to spare before the 
state would have lost out on hundreds of 
millions of dollars in federal help. 


The Democratic governor signed the 
bill, which also suspends a one-week 
waiting period to receive unemploy- 
ment benefits, two hours after state 
senators unanimously approved it. 

The overall measure was champi- 
oned by both parties despite a cloud of 
criticism over a last-minute amend- 
ment from Republicans that scaled back 
their original plan to offer more worker’s 


compensation protection for first re- 
sponders. 

Evers called the legislation a step for- 
ward, but short of what the state needs. 
He called on lawmakers to provide haz- 
ard pay to health care and child care 
workers as well as assistance to farmers 
and shuttered businesses. 

“This bill is finally a step in the right 
direction, but there is much more work 
to be done,” he said in a statement. 

Senate Majority Leader Scott Fitzger- 


ald called the decisions lawmakers have 
to make “gut-wrenching” and said they 
may do more to respond to the virus. 

“This bill isn’t perfect and it might be 
the first bill of a number that we are go- 
ing to have to pass in the Legislature,” 
the Juneau Republican said. “But it is 
timely and I think it’s been well thought 
out, and I think it will help.” 

The bill passed the Assembly 97-2 on

Hall of Famer may hold 
unofficial sacks record

Born the son of sharecroppers, Willie 
Davis never took success for granted. 

He attended a historically black col- 
lege in the 1950s, far off the NFLs radar. 
He was drafted in the 15th round by the 
Cleveland Browns. Then drafted into 
the U.S. Army at the onset of the Viet- 
nam War. Then traded two seasons into 
his career. 

“The road to success,’ Davis once 
famously said, “runs uphill.” 

No, Davis wasn’t a likely candidate to 
become the Hall of Fame anchor for 
Vince Lombardi’s defensive line. Here 
he was, given a fresh start at age 26, an 
outcast joining the Green Bay Packers in 
1960. 

Finally, that road reached its peak. 
Finally, Davis’ path started to trail 
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Former Packers player Willie Davis, president and CEO of All Pro Broadcasting, 
talks with general manager Bill Hurwitz at the WLUM and WJZI office in 2004.
